munique. Issued anonymously (and 
untraceably) in the hours or days 
following an A.L.E action, these 
dispatches from the animal lib- 
eration underground offer activists 
their sole chance at oe ene 
perception, educating the public, 
admonishing animal abusers, and 
inspiring others to take up crowbars 
| make animal liberation a reality: 
tonight. 


Pre-internet, news outlets and 
above-ground groups would tell 

of receiving packets of info via the 
mail (or doorstep) in the wake of 
high-profile A.L.E raids, contain- 
ing various combinations of typed 
communique, copies of confiscated 
documents, photos, and video. 
Today, they tell of communiques 
arriving via inbox, via disposable ac- 
counts and public computers surely 
never to be touched by their hands 
again. 


Collected here are 60 such com- 
muniques. Once disseminated, 
these snapshots of history often fade 
from view and memory, evading the 
history books through the hyper- 
info-transience of the deial, age. Yet 
history was meant to be told, an 
these communiques are the history 
of a moyement -- history as told by 
those who made it. 


Unavailable to explain themselves 
ehea by the very nature of their 
work, the communique is the press 
release of those without a call back 
number, the stage for those in 
hiding, the microphone for those 
without a voice. 


Of all names claimed by those who 
work above the law for animals, the 
Animal Liberation Front holds the 
title of most used, and most recog- 
nizable. When the guidelines of the 
A.L.E are found te too confin- 
ing — or the eis of its history 
too great — there are those who do 
their work under different banners. 
Included herein are dispatches from 
the Animal Liberation Brigade, Jus- 


tice Department, and others. Com- 

mon to them all, the understanding 
that in some battles, working within 
the law will win you favor from the 

police, and little else. 


On occasion, anonymous “how it 
was done’ pieces will surface, cover- 
ing the specific how’s and obligatory 
wk ’s of a chosen A.L.F. action in 
which the author took part. Out- 
side these pieces, and the occasional 
A.L.E arrest, the communique is the 
only unfiltered glimpse we ever have 
into the minds and motives of “the 
animals’ last hope.” 


Communiques serve the under-ap- 
preciated purpose of forcing vis- 
ibility. When animal abusers thrive 
on staying under the publics radar, 
their response to a large scale action 
is often to pretend it didn’t happen. 
And when impossible — deny it was 
animal liberators (see E-L Labs, 3- 
89, University of Iowa, 11-04). The 
communique forces exploiters into a 
defensive stance, an uncomfortable 
He for those guilty of the indefen- 
sible. 


With the communique, the neces- 
sary conditions of their composi- 
tion bring all the mystique of the 

rison-scribed memoir or message 
in a bottle from a lost ship at sea. 
They bring up images of road-worn 
liberators, the morning after in an 
obscure rural town, fighting sleep 
over a note pad, debating the finer 
points of style and message before 
disseminating the final product 
and living to fight another day... or 
night. 


The general communique adheres 
to the who/what/when/where/why/ 
how formula, as seen here. But the 
tastes of the anonymous authors 
varies slightly more on the issue o 
tone. Most consistent is the utter 
seriousness and sense of urgency 
that is requisite to any A.L.F. action. 
But some offer undertones of hu- 
mor, while others do not stray in the 
slightest from a staunch revolution- 
ary battle-cry in paragraph form. 
On either end of this spectrum, no 
matter the taste of the audience, 
their words cannot be reduced to 
mere rhetoric. Inherent in the com- 


munique is the integrity of the au- 
thors — integrity in their willingness 
to put action before their words. 


With over 1,300 recorded ac- 
tions since 1979, and a significant 
percentage followed with a com- 
munique, the selection process for 
inclusion in this collection had two 
subjective parameters. One, style. 
Where the authors gave care to their 
message, avoiding the credibility- 
compromising pitfalls of profanity 
and poor grammar ee as 
the necessary rushed nature of these 
writings may be), they were given 
consideration. Iwo, significance. 
The vast majority of underground

December 21 1991 - Western Wildlife Cell members of the 
Animal Liberation Front (A.L.F.) raided Malecky Mink Ranch 
in Yamhill, Oregon, and set an incendiary device that destroyed 
the processing plant of this farm near Salem. 


Intelligence sources revealed that the fur farm was to be sold, 
with intentions to continue exploitation of fur animals. Malecky 
Mink Ranch was a recipient of information form Oregon State 
University’s Experimental Fur Farm and had developed inno- 
vative methods of commercial exploitation of mink for the fur 
trade. 


No mink or humans were injured in the A.L.F.’s fourth action 
against the United States Fur Farm industry. F lehsing machines, 
drying drums, skinning racks, feed mixers, freezers, and a work- 
shop were all effectively destroyed in this economic attack against 
the tools of death and destruction. 


This action was taken to avenge the lives of mink murdered on 
the ranch in the past and to prevent the further imprisonment of 
native wildlife in the future. 750,000 mink are slaughtered every 
winter in the Northwest for trade and four million nationwide

Early on the morning of February 28th, 1992, the Great Lakes 
Unit of the Animal Liberation Front (A.L.F.) struck the Michi- 
gan State University experimental fur farm in East Lansing. 
Minks were in cramped cages, and foxes and others were seen off 
the premises, held in equally poor condition (sic). Gas chambers 
used to kill minks at the poultry research (sic) were damaged. The 
office of head researcher Richard Aulerich at Anthony Hall was

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The Animal Liberation Front also announces anew campaign 
against the fur trade, one that directly targets the insensitive 
humans who wear fur garments.

jects were confiscated. Key chains made from the minks severed 

paws were found in the office of the mink research department. 


The action is in retaliation against the torture and slaughter of 
native michigan wildlife by Aulerich and his associates. Minks are 
born to be wild, not to be research tools in ten-inch cages. Over 
the past seven years, the minks of Michigan have been held captive 
and subjected to attempted domestication to provide fur. (see 
photo below.) 


As apioneer in the field of mink research, Aulerich has helped fur 


farmers in America exploit and execute millions of animals with 


regard to neither their ecological importance or their psychologi- 


cal well-being. He has served as the fur farm industry’s problem- 
solver when it comes to tragedies resulting from the intensive 


confinement of free-roaming predators. 


It is obvious that MSU is being used by this special interest group 
as a research center that satisfies the monetary greed for people 
who exploit wildlife for fur. As a recipient of tens of thousands 
of dollars from the Mink Farmers Research Foundation and the 
USDA, Aulerich used the facilities of MSU to further his own 
career status and the financial well-being of a socially unaccept- 
able industry. (Now as the American fur farm industry dedines 
- 600 farms, USDA figures, 1991 - Aulerich must search for new 
industries to support his dirty work. His very career depends on 
it.) But the animals aren’t the only victims. The taxpayers and 
students are pawns in the game of industry-supported institu- 
tions and institution-supported industry. 


In research papers taken, Aulerich states that wild minks, as 


predators high on the food chain, are highly succeptible to 


environmental toxins. He therefore contends that they are ideal 
and promising candidates for experimentation. Yet the effects of 
fungicides and herbicides, such as PCBs, have already been well 
documented. Aulerich is simply exploiting the public’s concern 
over environmental pollution. In his own words, mink suffered 
from “wasting syndrome”, bloody stools, 40 percent loss of body 
weight, stomach ulcerations, high kit mortality, anorexia, and 
“hyperexcitability”. If these farcacial attempts at solving envi- 
ronmental degradation continue, so will (the) A.L.F.’s attacks 
against mink research at MSU. 


In regard to the research of human-induced deafness in minks,

29 cats liberated. 


The Animal Liberation Front takes credit for a raid early this 
morning at the University of Alberta’s Ellerslie Research Station 
127 St and o Ave SW. We have liberated a total of 29 cats from 
this prison farm, removed research documents, and destroyed 
research equipment and records. 


The cats were to be used in useless and painful experiments in 
research labs across the U of A. The A.L.F. believes that humans 
do not have any rights to inflict pain and suffering on any spe- 
cies. The cats, most of whom were former pets, have been given 
veterinary examinations and will be placed in homes of caring 
people. We are saddened tohave left behind hundreds of animals 
including more cats, many dogs, goats, sheep, mice, rats, deer, 


pigs, and elk. 


Documents show that approximately 80,000 animals are vivi-

Aulerich need not create more victims of this unfortunate handi- 
cap. Deaf minks produce no data that can be accurately extrapo- 
lated to humans. Rather than spend precious research dollars on 
non-human models, Aulerich should work with deaf humans 
who can (illegible - ed.) findings to benefit other dead individu- 
als. Such clinical work is the only acceptable alternative to animal 
research. 


A.L.F. (illegible-ed.}) a human-animal relationship that respects 
the ecological integrity of fur animals in their native environment. 
A.L.F. seeks not to place animals on a higher ethical platform than 
humans, but simply to ask fur animal researchers such as Auler- 
ich to return all hostages to their homelands. If (the) A.L.F. is 
considered terrorist due to our prioritizing of life over profit and 
property, then we accept that label with pride.

About 35 gallons of vegan jello was brought in with the 
team. Next, anumber of large holes were drilled into the rear 
wall of the slaughterhouse office to bypass potential alarms on the 
doors or windows. Next, the area that housed the refrigeration 
units was located and again large holes were drilled through the 
wall at that part of the slaughterhouse. ‘Two teams then poured 
the jello into the numerous holes and quickly began to assemble 
the three electrically-timed incendiary devises that would bring

in case anything went wrong and this insured that our departure 
went quick and smooth. At least $1,000,000 of damage has been 
done and the entire plant is currently closed and out of operation! 
The media blackout of this action is intense and thorough but you 
know what?... The horses don’t mind.

Approximately 7 PM, in the evening of July 3 1998 the Animal 
Liberation Front and the Earth Liberation Front carried out a 
daylight raid on the United Vaccines experimental research fur 
farm in Middleton, Wisconsin, near Madison. 


‘Two large holes were cut in the perimeter fence of the compound 
and one large section of fence was completely torn down. Inside 
were 3 sheds, one was empty, one containing caged mink and one 
containing animals resembling possibly the Black-footed ferret of 
[sic] a variety of pole-cat. Neat the sheds were two double rows 
of cages covered by liftable roof segments. All cages containing 


animals were opened, some requiring cage doors to be bent to al- 


low for escape. All prisoners were seen climbing out of their cages. 


310 animals liberated. Each cage in the fenced in area was num- 
bered and each mink had small black tags on both ears. Light bulbs 
smashed out in all sheds and a weighing scale smashed. 


“INDEPENDENCE DAY FOR FUR FARM PRISON- 
ERS” spray-painted on a storage barn. 3 windows smashed alarm 
to go off and force liberators to evacuate before causing more 


damage. 


This facility also contained fenced in area with empty fox cages.

An attempt was made to burn down the office and up to 
100 horses freed. 


In mid-September, 1998, the Animal Liberation Front and Earth 
Liberation Front raided the BLM’s wild-horse corrals in Rock 
Springs, WY. Although an arson attempt on their office and 
vehicles had to be aborted, we did manage to free up to 100 wild 
horses. 


The fact that the BLM hasn’t informed the public about this

On top of the research building were air ducts and ventilation. 
This room we suspect is where laboratory tests are conducted on 
the animals. 


The experiments conducted at the United Vaccines laboratories 
and research farms are solely to decrease “profit-losses” incurred 
by premature deaths on fur farms. The cause of these deaths can 
be attributed to the widespread [sic] on the farms due to close 
confinement, malnourishment, poor sanitation and the psycho- 
logical stress of captivity. The blatant disregard for the mink and 
fox nations’ well-being is apparent in this industry, which cares 
only about fur quality and maximum “production” and death. 


The Fur farming industry plays a crucial role in the devastation 
of delicate ecosystems. Fur farm waste run-offs contaminate local 
bodies of water, poisoning fish supplies and suffocating aquatic 
plants. Disruption of this balance adversely affects all plant and 
animal nations and their interdependent relationships with the 
ecosystem. 


This action commemorates the world wide struggle for indepen- 
dence from occupation and is dedicated to Josh Ellerman for his 
dedication to defend Mother Earth and her animal nations. 


Returning the prisoners back home, the Fur War continues.

VICTORY 
In the early morning hours of Thursday, August 20, 1998, eco- 


animal warriors raided Steve Hansel’s Hidden Valley Fur Farm in 
Guttenburg, Towa. 


After following asion indicating the location of the fur farm, 
liberators traveled miles of gravel road to reach this fox concen- 
tration camp. The fox could be heard screaming and barking 
from hundreds of yards away, which made the task of finding the 
prisoners less difficult. 


Upon entry to the compound, operatives were suprised to find no 
fences enclosing the area. On the grounds, two large sheds stood. 
Each of these were capable of containing six rows of fox cages. 
Further inspection revealed one empty shed and one shed with 
two rows of cages. This second shed imprisoned about thirty 
fox. The area behind these sheds appearead to have once been 
used for more sheds. Old wooden frames littered the ground in 
this area. Reportedly this farm also contained members of the 
mink and ferret nations; however, none of these were found. We 
suspect Hansel’s stock has decreased in recent years. 


Near the sheds six long rows of individual breeders cages stood. 
Most of these cages contained two fox each. The cages measured 
about six feet long by two and ahalf feet wide. The rear of each 
cage was 

separated into anesting box. The nesting box doors were 
concealed under alayer of sheet metal that could simply be lifted aai 
up. Each of the nesting box doors underneath were secured w 
unlocked clips. 
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Although fee Al be opened, another exit was necessary for 
the prisoners’ escape because in most cages the nesting areas were 
closed off to the animals inside. Therefore, operatives opened 
cage doors located on the top. The doors on the top required 
liberators to pull back a metal latch and lift up the hinged wire 


mesh door. 


All thirty cages containing fox in the shed were opened and some 
of the imprisoned fox were lifted out to freedom. Approximate- 
ly 150 breeder’s cages, all that were found, were opened. Some of 
the fox were seen running around the compound. An estimated 
330 members of the fox nation were liberated in all. This concen- 
tration camp imprisoned many kinds of fox. Coat colors varied 
from white to red to dark brown and black. 


In addition to the release of prisoners, two feed machines, one in 
the shed and one in anearby barn, were sabotaged and had wires 
cut. In alarge building near the barn, operatives peered through 
windows to discover large amounts of tools and processing equip- 
ment. This was all done in view of the farmer’s house. 


Gaia’s blood has been been spilled for far toolong. We took it 
upon ourselves to reclaim justice for our Earth Mother and all of 
her children. The time has come for the two-footed animals to 
reestablish their link with the four-footed animal nations and the 
earth of which we are all apart. 


This action was done in solidarity with the warriors of the 
Chatham 3. We will not forget our comrades. Our brothers’ 
and sisters’ forced inactivity will not abate the ALF’s resistance 
against the capitalist death machine.

We, the 
Animal Liberation Front, infiltrated a modern day death camp. 
This camp is located in Bristol, WI, and it holds an estimated

Once on the grounds of the farm, ALF activists proceeded to 
destroy breeding records. These breeding records were found 
hanging over the cages on ridged pieces of wood or metal. It 
appears that Krieger tried to hide his records by stapling regular 
blank breeding cards closer to the cages. Activists destroyed the 
breeding records of four complete sheds. 


A.L.F. activists then began to liberate mink. Krieger had incar- 
cerated alarge number of mink in groups of 4-6 in single cages. 
And while this over-crowding is inhumane and unsanitary, it 
made our jobs extremely easy. As the cages were opened, mink 
began to escape immediately. ‘They knew that the time of libera- 
tion had arrived. The conditions on Krieger’s death camp were 
the worst we have ever seen.

Through their support of such a farm, Nei- 
man-Marcus shows absolutely no regard for Life or the eco-sys- 
tem. It appears that Neiman-Marcus is allied with Krieger and 
his fellow murderous farmers in their love of profits and greed 
over Life and Freedom. The Animal Liberation Front declares 
an open invitation to anyone who would dare to stop these 
groups’ sick reign of terror.

and all paperwork was doused in muriatic acid. 


On the morning of October 24th, the Animal Liberation Front 
raided the Western Washington University department of 
psychology animal labs in Miller Hall, liberating 3 rabbits and 28 
rats and destroying 2 offices, including the office of notorious and 
sadistic primate “researcher” Merle Prim. 


The entire contents of Prim’s office - including all research papers 
and books on surgical technique were piled on the floor and soaked 
in 2 gallons of muriatic acid. The office of the animal “caretaker” 
was devastated and all documents related to animal torture 


destroyed. 


We entered the building after midnight, first destroying Prim’s 
lifetime of research derived from torturing primates, and seizing 
crucial documents related to animal research. We then made our 
way to the animal labs in the basement, locating a set of keys in an 
unlocked office. We made our way through the animal rooms, 
entering 7 rooms and rescuing 3 rabbits and 28 rats from the 
hands of deranged vivisectors. Sadly we were unable to liberate 8 
rabbits due to electrode implants, but documented their horren- 
dous condition on video. We also came across large lizards that 
were not able to be liberated.

Washington State University Poultry Research Lab. 
Activists entered the building overnight and smashed 
equipment throughout the building. Video of the raid 
taken and released to the media. Damage estimated in 
the tens of thousands of dollars. 

In the early morning hours of Saturday the 2oth of November, 
the Animal Liberation Front took a stand against the commodi- 
fication of life by raiding the Washington State Univ. Dept. of 
Animal Sciences Poultry Research lab in Puyallup, WA. 


We smashed out a window and entered the lab, making our way 


to th animal rooms which were found to be empty. We pro- 
ceeded to smash every computer and piece of lab equipment in the 
facility. The instruments of torture once used to experiment on 
live birds have now been reduced to amere pile of rubble. 


All seized documents and video shot will be made public. 


A warning to all vivisectors: 3 LAB RAIDS, 6 MONTHS, 
YOU'RE NEXT. This war - the revolution on behalf of ani-

The Animal Liberation Front is claiming responsibility for the 
liberation of 212 egg-laying chickens from an egg farm located on 
Hwy 20, just west of I-5 in Burlington WA on Sunday, May 7th. 
The horrific conditions inside were documented on video (video 
to be released shortly) showing the life of these birds that is worse 
than death. All animals freed were placed into loving homes. 


The birds inside this factory farm, as shown in the video, were 
crammed into filthy wire cages no larger than an 11” x 17” cage, 
roughly the size of ahalf sheet of newspaper. It is there that these 
animals live for years, standing on wire, surrounded by feces and 
rats (both dead and alive), deprived of food, and often packed in 
with their dead cellmates. The odor of waste and death inside was 
overwhelming. These modern day egg farms are animal torture 
chambers. 


Recently, the Northwest was shocked to learn what egg farms 


are like on the inside, when above ground animal rights groups

With the June 24th premier of Hollywood's new film “Chicken 
Run”, the Animal Liberation Front (A.L.F.) exposed the truth 
behind egg farms. The A.L.F. is aiming responsibility for the 


liberation of 613 chickens from Sunny-Cal Eggs in Beaumont, 
CA (east of L.A.). 


As audiences watched “Chicken Run” for the first time, the 
A.L.F. took action by breaking into sheds at this modern day 
concentration camp. We obtained video documentation of the 
horrendous and inhumane conditions inside this factory farm. 


Billions of real live chickens suffer immensely on real battery egg 


farms every day. Just like those in the movie, each and every one 
of these chickens has her own personality, the capacity to suffer 
and a desire to live. And just like the characters in the movie, the 
owners of such animal concentration camps care about nothing 
more than profits. To maximize production and profits, 4-6 
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exposed the conditions inside nearby Amberson Egg Farms in 
Lake Stevens. The unfortunate reality is that Amberson’s was 
just one common example of how billions of chickens are forced 
tolive inside nightmarish egg farms. Farm Fresh Eggs is just one 
more example. Our video plainly shows it was not. If these farms 


had glass walls, they would not exist. 


The ALF carried out this raid to rescue 212 chickens from their 
hellish prison, and to expose the conditions in which these inno- 
cent, sentient animals are kept in to produce eggs for consumers 


who are unaware of the suffering behind their food. 


We ask the public to consider veganism - the elimination of all 
animal products from one’s diet - to putan end to this suffering. 


This raid was carried out by a small cell of compassionate individ- 
uals whose decision to cross the line was motivated by a reverence 
for life - what have these sentient creatures done to deserve such 
torture?

The Animal Liberation Front is claiming responsibility for the 
liberation of approximately 179 animals from Genesis Labora- 
tories (10122 NE Frontage Rd., Wellington CO) in the early 


morning hours of August 28th, 2000. 


Genesis Laboratories performs wasteful, redundant and cruel 
toxicology experiments on hundreds of wild animals annually. 
Under the guise of “science”, vivisectors at Genesis live-trap 
animals in the Colorado wilderness, confine them to inhumanely 
small cages such as those we found inside the lab, and poison or 
otherwise torture these innocent creatures to death. 179 animals 
are now out of this torture chamber. 


An outdoor aviary holding wild Bobwhite birds held for future 
use inside the lab was located, the pen walls cut away with wire 


cutters, and approximately 100 birds allowed to escape. 


We then cut into an adjacent aviary where 11 ducks were loaded 
into carriers and taken toa getaway vehicle. 


The main laboratory was our next target. Using ahigh speed drill

The Animal Liberation Front is taking credit for the 
liberation of 215 pigeons from Double T Farms (21655 Barrus 
Rd., Glenwood IA; Owner: Ted Golka), a breeder of animals 


for vivisection. 


Double T Farms breeds thousands of birds annually for the 


purpose of being tortured to death in biomedical research labora- 


tories. 


Access was gained to the pigeon shed through an unlocked door. 
63 pigeons were placed in containers and loaded into a vehicle for 
transport to a wilderness area out of state. We were unfortunate- 
ly logistically unable to transport by vehicle any more than these 

63 pigeons. The remaining 152 birds were loaded into tubs and 
manually transported through nearby fields to wooded areas a half 
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and 3/8” drill bit, several holes were drilled into the wall of the 
building. Bolt cutters were then used to cut away a3’ X 3’ hole in 





the corrugated metal siding. Fiberglass insulation was stripped 
away, and an additional hole was cut into the drywall, giving 






us direct access into aroom holding an additional 68 Bobwhite 
birds. These birds were held in tiny wire cages allowing no room 
to fly or walk. The cages were cut into and all 68 birds loaded into 


carriers for delivery toa getaway vehicle. 


Moving further into the building with the intent of liberating 
every last animal, we stepped into the path of amotion sensor 

in the laboratory hallway, sounding alarms and demanding a 
premature retreat. This unfortunate technical error forced us to 
leave behind hundreds of animals held throughout the building 
including additional birds, prairie dogs, squirrels, ferrets, and 
wild mice and rats. 


All rescued animals were confirmed to be wild and native to the 










region, taken toa wilderness area, and released to live out their 
lives free from the bloodthirsty grasp of conventional “science”. 


When darkness falls, their laws enforcing savagery are voided 
and we will do what is necessary to liberate the animals. 


For the end of the meat, dairy, vivisection, fur, and all animal 
exploitation industries - A.L.F.

Any attempt by the vivisection industry to claim these birds were 
unable to fly or survive in the wild will be denounced here as false. 
All pigeons took flight immediately upon release. The “domestic” 
pigeon is amyth. We have full confidence in the survivability of 
these birds. While a percentage of the animals may become victim 
to wildlife as part of anatural predator/prey relationship in the 
wild, we accept this as the birds’ role in the natural order, certainly 
preferable to confinement to a cage and torture until death inside 
the lab of one of the mad scientists who abound at our nation’s 
universities and pharmaceutical companies. 


Atrocities committed on pigeons in labs exposed by the A.L.F. in

Inside the 
sheds we found ahorrific scene - thousands of mink crammed 2-3 
to atiny wire cage, waiting to die in a mess of waste and cobwebs. 
Any attempt by the fure industry to dismiss the Drewelow & 
Son’s Fur Farm as an isolated example should be considered alie. 
The A.L.F. know from experience these conditions to be the in- 
dustry standard. Ever cage was opened and 14,000 mink released 
to freedom. 


The fur industry will be quick to respond to this beautiful act of 
compassion with baseless cookie-cutter form responses, in an 
attempt to discredit our actions and divert attention away from 
their sadistic industry.

Record numbers of chickens are being raised and killed for meat 


in the U.S. every year. Nearly ten billion chickens are being 
hatched in the U.S. every year. These birds are typically crowded 
by the thousand into huge factory-like warehouses where they 

can barely move. Chickens are given less than half a square foot of 
space per bird while turkeys are each given less than three square 
feet. Both chickens and turkeys have the end of their beaks cut off, 
and turkeys also have their toes clipped. All of these mutilations 
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life suffering in labs. Beagles are routinely poisoned to death and 
abused at the hands of callous workers at HLS.

Before 
disappearing into the night, alarge fire was set which completely 
destroyed the farms feed barn and it’s contents, causing extensive 
financial loss. 


The A.L.F. is also claiming responsibility for releasing 200 
breeding mink in May and 50+ in September from the same farm. 


Working together, cells from A.L.F. & E.L.F. demolished this 
feed facility due to it’s role in the systematic torture and killing of 
thousands of innocent creatures yearly - animals which possess the 
same complex emotional/physiological traits as loved household 
pets, yet are denied all reasonable consideration and confined to 

a miserable “existence” in tiny wire cages hardly large enough to 
turn around in. 


Imprisoned in fur factories, these solitary creatures are forced 

to endure intensive confinement for the entirety of their lives, 
next to, or not uncommonly, packed into the same excrement 
and disease laden cages as their doomed relatives. In their natural 
state, these animals maintain a vast territory encompassing several 
mules. However, on fur farms such as this one, most of these 
semi-aquatic animals “enjoy” less than 24 inches of space, living 
on chicken wire, exposed to incredible levels of disease, can- 
nibalism, and weather extremes. With what is essentially still a 
wild animal, these squalid conditions produce a perpetual state of 
chronic distress, unimaginable to human beings. This stress leads

This raid is the ALF’s latest effort to liberate all non-human 
captives from torture, confinement, and murder. This marks the 
6th raided fur farm in Iowa; of these, 3 have dosed forever. This 
campaign to rescue lowa’s victims of science and agriculture will 
continue until every animal confinement operation is empty and 
every slaughterhouse is burned to the ground. In the fight for the 
freedom of these animals, all is justified. To echoing screams of the 
living and images of the dead, we raise our boltcutters for their 
freedom - by any means.

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to severe psychosomatic illness, causing disturbing behaviors like 
self-mutilation, cannibalism, and incessant pacing and scratching 
in attempts to escape from their prison.

Would this deplorable situation be allowed to continue if the 
animals happened to be cats, or puppies perhaps, rather than their 
canine relative the North American Mink? Clearly, it would not. 
Brutality is brutality - these animals are no less deserving of basic 
“rights” than the animals we call our friends, and the law protects 
as such. Thus it is, in the face of this glaring hypocrisy, with their 
very real suffering in mind, that we take the justice and mercy that 
the law fails to provide into our own hands, and provide it for 
those who cannot act in their own defense. 


The economic value of a dead body or a frivolous luxury item can 
not be compared to the inherent value of alife - thus unnecessary 
killing is absolutely unjust. ‘This has been recognized by much 

of the rest of the world, and in multiple cases, fur farming has 
been completely banned by other “first-world” governments.

of Iowa psychology laboratory. Three vivisector’s 


office were entered and targeted for documents. Equip- 


ment in several labs destroyed. Documents confiscated. 
Raid video taped by activists and the footage is released 
to the media. 

The Animal Liberation Front is claiming responsibility for the 
liberation of 401 animals from the University of Iowa in the early 
hours of November 14th, 2004. All animals on the third floor 
of the UI psychology department -- 88 mice and 313 rats -- were 
removed, examined and treated by a sympathetic veterinarian, 
and placed in loving homes. 


Additionally, two animal labs and three vivisector’s offices were 
entered and all contents relating to animal research were de- 
stroyed. 


These are: 


4th Floor - Spence Labs: 
Vivisector Ed Wasserman’s lab entered. Dozens of computers 
and devices used in experiments on live pigeons were destroyed. 


Basement - Spence Labs: 

Lab of vivisector Mark Blumburg and others entered. Surgical 
equipment and small animal stereotaxic devices, as well as “shock 
boxes” and other instruments of torture destroyed.

The remaining paperwork detailing his monstrous work 
addicting primates and rats to narcotics was soaked in acid and the 
computer destroyed.

Primate researcher Amy Poremba’s office entered. Computers 
destroyed, documents removed, and the remainder soaked in 
acid. 


This raid was carried out to halt the barbaric research of the UI 
Psychology Department’s 7 primary animal researchers: Profes- 
sors Poremba, Freeman, Blumburg, Johnson, Robinson, Rodefer 
and Wasserman. 


This was not thoughtless vandalism but a methodical effort to 
cripple the UI psychology department’s animal research. Only 
equipment in rooms where animals were confined and tortured 
were targeted. Only computers belonging to or used in the 

work of vivisectors were destroyed. Only documents of animal 
researchers waere doused in acid. The acid a deliberately chosen 
paper dissolving agent. Our goal is total abolition of all animal 
exploitation. Achieved in the short term by delivering the 401 
animals from UI’s chamber of hell. And in the extended term 

by shutting down the labs through the erasing of research and 
equipment used in the barbaric practice of vivisection. The entire 
raid was a careful and deliberate 5-pronged assault on U Ps animal 
research. 


Behind the laboratory doors we found drug addicted rats, rats 
subjected to stress experiments involving loud noise, rats under- 


going thirst experiments, unanesthetized rats with protruding 
surgical staples and oozing wounds, and mice and rats affixed with 
grotesque head implants. Inside the labs of Ul’s Psych Depart- 
ment, we found a bloody torture chamber showcasing the cruelest 
whims of our earth’s sickest minds. Professors Freeman, Porem- 
ba, Rodefer, Johnson, Robinson, Blumburg, and Wasserman are 
monsters. Tonight 401 animals are spared their reach. 


Our deepest sadness is reserved for the animals on the 4th Floor 
kept from our arms, those we were unable to save, including hun- 
dreds of mice and rats, pigeons, guinea pigs, and 8 primates. 


No animals were released into the wild. All 401 were placed in 
comfortable, loving homes. 


We acted as operatives not only of compassion, but good science.

Our bypassing of UP's sophisticated, key card-access, 4-walled 
security system (perimeter, elevator, corridor, animal room) 
should be interpreted as a two-fold message:

Communique Addendum 1.0 

The continuation of vivisection is maintained only insofar as it 
remains outside public sight and scrutiny. The ongoing research 
uncovered at UTs Psych Dept. is of such a sadistic nature as to be 
inexcusable by all but the sickest minds. UI code requires all ani- 
mals be kept behind locked doors of windowless rooms, and most 
often on floors locked to the public. UT has also tagged this raid as 
mere vandalism and denied an animal liberation motive despite 
numerous slogans left painted at the site, all to divert attention 


from it’s animal research. We confiscated paperwork from UI’s 7 
primary researchers to give the public a glimpse into the sickness 
kept from their eyes: 


Prof. Freeman: 

Drills holes into the skulls of rats and affixes head implants in 
neurology experiments involving “electrical brain stimulation”. 
Rats removed from his lab were grossly disfigured by surgically 
implanted devices on the skull. 


All animals in his lab were rescued. 


Johnson: 

Exposes rats to a series of “chronic stressors” including loud noise 
and strobe lights for the aim of “experimentally induced depres- 
sion”. Also performs experiments involving the withholding of 
water from rats. 


All animals in his lab were rescued. 


Blumburg: 

Currently subjects infant rats to prolonged cold exposure. Fa- 
mously deranged mind on record as stating the cries of animals in 
labs are an automatic response and convey no more emotion than 
asneeze. 

All animals in his lab were rescued. 


Poremba: 

Currently confines 8 rhesus monkeys in the NE corner of the 
Psych building’s 4th floor, subjecting them to numerous stressors 
including reward/punishment experiments. Places primates in a 
“behavioral conditioning box”, also known as a “shock box”, where 
primates are subjected to shock experiments. Inside her office we 
found pieces of primate brain encased in glass and blueprints to 


the building. 


Rodefer: 

Addicts primates and rats to cocaine, methamphetamine, and 
PCP in redundant drug experiments. His drug possession license 
filed with the DEA stipulates the drugs be kept in alocked safe 

in the building’s basement. However 2 stashes of narcotics were 
found in his 4th floor office, including the inside pocket of a 
jacket, suggesting he is himself addicted to the drugs he has for 


years forced on animals.

Spraypaint was used for slogans 
and further vandalism of the labs, and the locks were glued on 


doors to any rooms that housed no animals.

In the early morning hours of April 29th, our small band of do- 
gooders made our way through muddy fields and wet forests to 
descend upon Latzig Mink Ranch in Howard Lake, MN. It has 
been ten years since the A.L.F. last visited this farm, and it has 
been too long since there has been aliberation. 


Only the breeding animals were on the farm. After cutting 
several holes and opening gate in the surrounding fence, we 
entered the main breeding shed. All of the breeding information 
was removed and destroyed. Every cage was opened, releasing 
hundreds of mink into the surrounding countryside. 


Imprisoned in fur factories, these solitary creatures are forced to 
endure the intensive confinement of only a few square feet of 
cage, compared to the miles of territory these animals would en- 
joy in the wild - their natural state. Even if these animals die after 
being released into the wild, it is better there than at the hands of 
those who would otherwise imprison them and cause them to suf- 
fer. It is better to die after alife of running free in the wild under 
starred skies while chasing their prey, as these animals are 
supposed to do, than to die a death brought about by gassing, anal 
electrocution, or snapping of the neck. How do you think these 
animals would prefer to die: after alifetime running free in the 
wild under starry skies, or after a lifetime of confinement ended 
by a brutal murder of gassing, anal electrocution, or a snapped 
neck - a murder all for the profit and vanity of others.

Initially, many of the mink had trouble 
walking because of the deplorable and cramped conditions of the 
cages. All cages contained at least two mink, but many contained 
several more. By the time we had finished, many had darted to 
the freedom that sat on the other side of a broken fence. We hope 


with all of our hearts that some of these beautiful creatures make it! 


This is the second A.L.F. liberation in the midwest done in 
absolute solidarity with Peter Young, whose unparalleled bravery 
and determination serves as an inspiration to us all. 


‘To all of those who smirk at the fate of Peter and other captured 
activists, remember this: we have broken, closed, and burnt down 
more of your farms, more or your labs, and more of your busi- 
nesses than you have been able to capture activists.

This past weekend 35 hens were liberated from alarge battery 
cage egg facility in Delaware. In the middle of the night we simply 
entered the unlocked facility (after scouting several locations), 
removed one to two hens from many different cages so as to 

give those who remained a tiny bit of extra space, and once all of 
the hens were set to go we were off into the night. As we moved

23 rabbits liberated. 


In honor of the SHAC-7, 23 rabbits have been liberated from 
Capralogics, a vivisection lab in rural Massachusettes. Jake, 
Lauren, Kevin, Andy, Josh, and Darius, as well as their 17 other 
lop-eared friends who have yet to be named, are all safe from 
the hands of those who had imprisoned and tortured them in the 
name of profit. 


Capralogics is a small company that does contract testing on rab- 
bits and goats in both the U.S. and the U.K. Some of the photos 
submitted with this communique, taken by a Capralogics employ- 
ee in the U.S., show the way rabbits are treated by this terrible 
company - their bodies restrained in headlocks, their skin shaved 
off so they could be injected with various compounds. When the 
experiment concludes they are terminally bled, meaning they are 
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night air for the first time in their lives. Each of these is a senti- 
nent being who up to this point has lived alife of pain and suffer- 
ing, and now each has freedom and peace for the rest of its days. 


To all of the old activists whose bandanas are dusty, and to all of 
the young ones who don’t yet know how much is possible - get off 
of MySpace and get out on the farms, labs, and everywhere else 
where beings live in constant pain. You are their only chance. 
Animal Liberation: don’t call it a comeback, we’ve been here for

cut and left to bleed until their life has drained away. Then, as the 
pictures show, they are thrown into the surrounding fields for 
coyotes to eat. 


Of course, once we found out about this we could not let it 
continue without trying to rescue some of the animals. So in the 
middle of a warm, foggy night, we hopped the cheap fencing 
around Capralogics’ property and entered one of their four rabbit 
housing sheds. There were no locks to pick, no windows to pry 
open, no doors to bust down - the sheds are open structures and 
we simply had to step over a gate to enter them. One by one we 
went down the rows of small cages, each containing a rabbit which 
had m ost likely never felt the sun on its fur or the grass beneath 
its paws. Every cage in the shed was opened and we took as many 
rabbits as we could, 23 total. Several other rabbits were let loose 
into the surrounding field. With luck they will live their last days 
in freedom, but even if they get caught or killed as least they have 
had one decent night in their otherwise tortured lives.

102 chickens liberated. 


On the night of Thursday November ist, the Animal Liberation 
Front entered a shed at Shepherd’s Egg Farm near Spanish Fork, 
Utah to liberate as many hens as possible from this living hell. 


In this single shed out of several, we saw literally tens of thousands 
of hens suffering in conditions even worse than we imagined. 
Words cannot sufficiently capture this nightmare. They were so 
crowded in battery cages they could hardly move at all, let alone 
spread their wings. They all had significant feather loss from strug- 
gling to get through the wire cages to escape for their lives. Many 
birds had their heads or wings stuck in the wires of their cages, and 
were left to die because they could not reach any food or water. 
Their beaks had been mutilated by factory workers. Everyday they 
must breathe in the overwhelming and disgusting stench from the 
mountains of manure below their cages. It should be no surprise 
that none of these birds receive one bit of veterinary care for their 
numerous injuries and diseases. There was ahole in the floor of the 
farm for workers to throw dead birds into a garbage can below (see 
footage). While the view inside Shepherd’s Eggs was gruesome, it 
is in no way unique. These cruelties can be found in all modern egg 
farms, including so-called ‘free range’ facilities. 


We moved quickly to remove as many birds as we could. We knew 
that Shepherd’s Eggs cared so little about their birds that they 
would likely not even notice that they were gone. We took one or 
two from each cage, SO the remaining chickens would have alittle 
more room. The exploiters will try to scare consumers out of sup-

1,700 mink released. 

In the early morning hours of October 17th, alone activist 


infiltrated the fur farm at 92659 Simonsen Road in Astoria 
Oregon. 


About 1,500 mink were released from their cages with at least 200 
of these being breeding stock. The fact that there is no fence 
around this farm should help ease their escape. 


This action is being claimed for the vegan straight edge commu- 


nity. not as a self-congratulatory ego boost, but in the vain 
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porting this liberation by saying we increased a risk of some sort of 





biological contamination. This is alie. We took every possible pre- 
caution to ensure we wouldn’t harm the hens or ourselves, induding 
being covered head to toe with all of the necessary bio-safety gear. 


Altogether we rescued 102 hens. All hens received veterinary 

care and were placed in loving homes. They ran around their new 
homes with joy, appreciative of their first experience of freedom. 
None were released into the wild. In their new homes they all have 
access to the outdoors. They can all breathe in fresh air. They are 
able to dust bathe and scratch the soil, instead of metal wires. They 
will all live out their full lifespan here instead of being killed when 
nolonger profitable. In other words, these chickens can finally live 
like chickens. 


All sentient animals, like these chickens, will always suffer as long 
as they are seen as nothing more than objects whose exploitation 
leads to increased profits and cheaper food. The only solution is 
to simply stop buying eggs and other animal products. Less than 
tof the hens at Shepherd’s Eggs could be rescued today. It’s up to 


consumers to save the other 99h 


Until consumers become responsible and stop paying the exploit- 
ers, you can count on the ALF to continue hurting their profits 
directly through property destruction and other forms of eco- 
nomic sabotage. Around the world the ALF is making progress 
and saving lives. This action is dedicated to all animal liberation 
prisoners including Barry Horne. Barry died six years ago today 
on a hunger strike. He would still be alive today if it wasn’t for the 
stubborn cruelty of humanity.
